THE PARENT PROBLEM

ELECTIONS AND THE IIOMK 
WE ARE approaching the presi­ 
dential election. Though in most 
families t V adults probably will vot • 
for the same candidate, in a great 
many families there will be differ­ 
ences. In a few there will be heated 
arguments, even between children 
and parents. Even younger children 
will be exposed to quarrelsome argu­ 
ments. Can such 
experience 
be 
wholesome for these children? 
Benjamin Franklin observes in his 
autobiography that the ability to a r­ 
gue without heat is about the nob­ 
lest hum an achievement. It seems 
to me ihis is a goal worth striving 
for by us parents, in respect not only 
to polties but to all other m atters 
as well. We should remember that it 
is human to make up our minds, es­ 
pecially in regard to political issues 
and candidates, and then to fool 
ourselves that 
we are reasoning 
when we are only trying to justify 
the decisions we had alieady arri\ - 
ed at, 
I believe that you and I would 
like to have our children feel that 
we are ealm, deliberate and judicial 


about such m atters. To this end it 
might be well to strive to control 
j ourselves so as not to say or do chil­ 
dish things. We would like to prove 
| good models in respect to our duties 
! as voting citizens. 
Why Bring M atter I p? 
In families where two 
or 
more 
! adult members have decided to vote 
j differently, the family atmosphere 
I would be more comfortable, as a rule 
if they were to avoid bringing the 
m atter up Why cannot they think 
and do differently and still live to­ 
gether amicably? 
Most of all, they should go, every 
one of voting age, to the polls. Even 
; where it is known to all the family 
; that the father’s vote and the m oth- 
! cr's vote would negate each other, 
both should 
vote as a m atter of 
principal It is a duty and proper ex­ 
pression of citizenship. 
Likewise at school, all discussion 
j on the political campaign should lie 
■ kept on a high judicial level, and 
the teacher, regardless of her po- 
I litieal activities outside of school, 
j might do well to express no political 
! preference.

the Virginia senator’s associates as­ 
suredly have such an amplification 
of the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernm ent tentatively in mind.
